naval bag*, filled with helium and 
carrying a recently invented radio 
device being tested secretly, is flying 
as a noncontestant.

The balloons w*ere started on their 
way by a gusty wind which carried 
them rapidly south by southwest.

The auditorium has a seating capacity 
of 3,000, and will be used as a civic 
and educational center, being fitted 
with costly organ, an echo organ and a 
chime connection. A roof garden with 
accommodations for 1,000 forms the 
fourth floor of the main building, and 
will be used during the summer for 
outdoor services, musical concerts and 
social gatherings. 
A banquet room 
will seat 500 at two tables. 
A gym­ 
nasium is located on one of the upper 
floors in the tower; a fully equipped 
nursery is in the basement, under the 
supervision of a nurse who will care 
for the children while their parents 
are at church or while shopping.

WASHINGTON NEWS LETTER

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 31.— 
War os tha peddlers of Illicit drugs, 
who ara declared to have made Kan* 
•as 
City 
a 
base 
of 
operations 
throughout the United 
States, has 
bees declarad by the narcotic divis* 
Ion of the Internal Revenue Bureau. 
In crease In the number of drug us* 
era has alarmed the authorities and 
a general campaign Is planned 
to 
stamp out the centers of distribu­ 
tion. 
While C. C. Madison, U. S. Attor­ 
ney for the Western district of Mis­ 
souri, was here last week plans were 
made for a drive against trafficers 
tn these drugs. Additional men from 
the Federal narcotic squad will be 
sent to Kansas City and Its environs 
and inspected drug peddlers will be 
•hadowed until 
definite 
evidence 
against them can be obtained. 
It is understood that most of the 
•“dope** distributed from Kansas City 
Is smuggled in over the 
Mexican 
border. 
There is said to be an or­ 
ganized band along the Rio Grande 
and agents meet the smugglers af­ 
ter the drug has been brought safe­ 
ly passed the cordon of guards main­ 
tained by the customs, Immigration 
and prohibition services. 
Practical­ 
ly all the border railroads center at 
Kansas City which make it desirable 
as a distribution center. 
"The distressing feature of 
this 
fight/* said District Attorney Mad­ 
ison, following his conference with 
heads of the Narcotic unit. Is that 
the law does not differentiate 
be- 
tv,~en the users and the sellers, so 
far as the penalty 
is concerned. 
Apparently it does no good to place 
the victims of the drug habit in jail 
By some means their favorite ‘dope* 
is smuggled in to them. It too often 
happens that at the expiration of a 
jail sentence they are more confirm­ 
ed friends than when sentenced. I am 
hopeful that means can be found to 
provide treatm ent for these addicts 
under regulations which wilt insure 
them against obtaining 
any habit 
forming drugs what ever and that a 
punishment more nearly fitting the 
crime may be meted out to those 
who sell the drugs/* 
Dwight F. Davis of St. Louis has 
been renominated and confirmed as 
a member of the War Finance Cor­ 
poration. Mr. Davis had been dis­ 
cussed aa a possible senatorial con­ 
testant this year but his friends aver 
that if he has any senatorial plans 
he will hold them in abeyance until

Senator Spencer in 1918 and, but for 
Nat Goldstein and other leaders of 
the St. Louis "machine/* might have 
been the nominee.

Missouri is to have one and pos­ 
sibly two of the big hospitals which 
the Veterans* Bureau plana for the

these, a general hospital, will be lo­ 
cated on a tract donated by the War 
Department out 
of the 
Jefferson 
Barracks reservation. Bids on this 
have been called for and will be op­ 
ened June 27, with the understand­ 
ing that the institution will be ready 
for occupancy next February. A two 
million dollar neuro-psychiatric hos­ 
pital for the treatment 
of 
mental 
cases also is to be established and 
both Kansas City and 
St. 
Joseph 
have offered sites. 
There strongest 
competitor is said to be Des Moines, 
Iowa, where a part of the Fort Dodge 
military reservation is available. Of­ 
ficers of the Veterans* Bureau, how­ 
ever, have indicated that they de­ 
sire a more central location. 
An additional deputy In the office 
eft United States Marshal I. K. Par- 
shal for the Western district of Mis­ 
souri has been recommended to At­ 
torney General Daugherty and 
his 
approval is anticipated. 
Senator Spencer is still suffering 
from the effects of nominating Nat 
Goldstein for collector of internal 
revenue at S t Louis. He was in St.
